The heart, like the source of the 
river, is the head spring of all good 
and evil pertaining to thoughts, 
words, deeds and habits. It has been 
said, “Actions speak louder’ than 
words.” 

“For as a man thinxeth in his heart 
so is he” 


My subject is “Action, Habit and 
Customs.” Custom is not at all sin un- 
less it is in open rebellion of some 
law of the land or of God, and in any 
case it might be the greatest crime, 
however, there is a penalty for all 
sins, some more and some less. 

The law says, “Thou shalt not cov- 
et,” this might be one of the least sins 
and yet, there is a penalty attached to 
it that is “woeful.” If a man should 
kill his fellowman in cold blood, to 
satisfy the penalty of the laws of the 
land he would have to give his own 
life in lieu of the other man’s life. 
“God will not allow one tittle of His 

law to fail.” 

“Every transgression and disobedi- 
ence must receive a just recompense 
of reward.” There is but one way for 
one to escape the penalty of God’s 
law and that is to repent and quit, as 
in the case of every sin that is: trans- 
gressed. 

“He that despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy under two or’ three 
witnesses: Of how much sorer~pun- 
ishment shall he be thought worthy 
who has trodden under foot the Son 
of God, and hath counted the blood 
of the covenant wherewith he was 
sanctified, an unholy thing and has 
done despite to the Spirit of grace?” 
Heb. 10:28-29. 

The apostle here refers to the law 
of Moses and to the law of the dis- 
pensation of grace. There is no other 
Savior. Sinners have to REPENT, or 
there is no redemption. 

“Rejoice, O young men, in thy 
youth; and let thy heart cheer thee 
in the days of thy youth, and walk in 
the ways of thine heart, and in the 
sight of thine eyes; but know thou 
that for all these things God _ will 
bring thee into judgment.” Eccl. 11:9. 
“Keep my commandments and live.” 

God said in His holy law, “The wo- 
man shall not wear that which  per- 
taineth to a man, neither shall a man 
put on a woman’s garment: for all 
that do so are abomination unto the 
Lord thy God.” Deut. 22:5. And again 
at Zeph. 1:8 God says, “And it shall 
come to pass in the day of the Lord’s 
sacrifice, that I will punish the 
princes and the king’s children, and 
all such as are clothed with strange 
apparel.” God will sacrifice all who 
take pleasure in sin.

Cor. 11:14. This is not the greatest 
sin, but it is a sin. The apostle furth- 
er says, “Judge in yourselves: is it 
comely that woman pray unto God 
uncovered?

Absalom, the son of David, polled 
his hair and it weighed six and one- 
fourth pounds. 2 Sam. 14:26. And 
again God says, “Neither shall they 
shave their heads, nor suffer their 
locks to grow long; they shall only 
poll their heads.” Ezek. 44:20. 

He said, “Every man praying o 
prophesying having his head covered, 
dishonoreth his head; But every wo- 
man that prayeth or prophesieth with 
her head uncovered dishonereth her 
head; for that is even all one as if she 
were shaven but if it be a shame for 
a woman to be shorn or shaven, let 
her be covered. But if a woman have 
long hair, it is a glory to her: for her 
hair is given her for a covering.” 1 
Cor. 11:4-6, 15. 

We often hear the expression, “Mr. 
So and So is ball-headed,” for some 
reason his hair has falen out and it 
is considered by some as a very grave 
misfortune, but is not at all a sin. 

It is not only a custom for men to 
wear short hair, but it is one of God’s 
laws which we have in high esteem. 
To break such laws would be a very 
grave sin and shame. It therefore is 
a most heinous sin and shame for the 
fair ladies of the land to bob their 
hair and live in a way not becoming 
to women professing godliness and all 
who practice these forbidden habits 
will sooner or later feel the penalty 
of His almighty wrath.

There are some mighty truths that 
God has been satisfied to deliver to 
us in His Word only once. But this 
truth was so profoundly important 
that he gives it to us three times and 
so we Cal] it the tripple assurance. It 
was first spoken by the Prophet Joel, 
then it swept on down thru the ages 
of time to Peter and the day of Pente- 
cost, thence to the time of Paul’s writ- 
ing to the Romans, 2nd it shall come 
to pass that whosoever shall call on 
the name of the Lord shall be saved. 


I first call attention to the infinite 
certainty of this text, IT SHALL 
COME TO PASS. Men often have and 
yet say it shall come to pass and it 
fails, utterly fails. The mightiest of 
men have said that certain things 
shall come to pass and have been 
mocked by their own sayings, from 
the fact that they were too weak in 
power to bring their sayings to pass. 
But not so with the triune God for He 
is more than able to bring to pass 
everything He has spoken, GOD’S 
WORD CANNOT BE BROKEN. You 
remember ancient history teus us 
the matchless Hannible of Spain said, 
“Tt shall come to pass that Rome shall 
be destroyed.” He marched his great 
army from Spain through France, over 
the Alps and down into the plains of 
Italy and won some wondrous battles, 
conquering every general that was 
brought against him. He brought his 
soldiers to the very walls of Rome and 
sold dwellings, palaces and whole 
squares in the city to the highest bid- 
ders in his army. For some reason of 
his own he did not move against the 
city to take it by siege but moved out 
to Capua. In the mean time Roman 
Gold bribed his own countrymen at 
Carthage and they turned traitors; 
and in his old age Hannible was con- 
quered. What was the matter? Why 
God had not spoken. He had laid the 
foundation “happily” but was not able 
to finish and it began to mock him. 
It is not so when God speaks for He 
has infinite power to bring it to pass 
and let us not measure God’s good- 
ness, power and ability with any of 
our human weakness and foolish mis- 
takes. “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt be saved, and 
thy house.” 

George III of England said, 
“It shall come to pass that the Amer- 
ican colonies shall be taxed without 
representation,” and so he made war 





on thirteen feeble colonies, skirting 
the Atlantic coast, yet after seven 
jong years of war George III 


was forced to return and withdraw 
his few soldiers who had not sur- 
rendered and was compelled to ac- 
knowledge to the world his shameful 
defeat after loosing some of the most 
precious jewels of the English crown. 
Say my dear ones, though the heathen 
rage, the Kings of the earth set 
themselves against God and His 
anointed and all hell lift up its self 
in opposition yet God’s word shall 
stand forever. Thank God it shall be 
so that all who call on the name of 
the Lord shall be saved, yet it’s truly 
necessary to count the cost and call 
in faith; don’t insert any of your own 
notions or make the conditions of 
pardon for that is God’s part of the 
saving business. You remember the 
mighty Napoleon Bonepart, one of the 
mightiest generals who ever went in- 
to battle, said, “It shall come to pass 
that proud Russia shall be humbled,” 
and he marshalled the greatest army 
he ever headed and marched into Rus 
sia and took Moscow. For some un- 
accountable reason he tarried that 
autumn, one month around Moscow. 
In the mean time the Russians burned 
it that it might not afford him shelt- 
er and after his fatal delay he start- 
ed to march back to France, but God 
almighty sifted down six or eight feet 
of snow upon him and those Russian 
cossacks followed him like a pack of 
hungry wolves pouncing down on his 
frost-bitten soldiers by day and night 
from behind, until that whole army 
was cut off and but a few hundred 
ever lived to get back to France to 
tell of their shame and defeat. What 
was the trouble with Bonapart? God 
had not spoken and that is so with 
many who are trying to get salvation 
by works or in their own way, or in 
some way that suits their parental or 
sectarian belief. They don’t grasp 
God’s “SHALL BE to the glory of His 
own dear son.” Oh it is this mighty 
truth that the poor sinner wants to 
take hold of, yea and also the saint 
must be made to fully rely upon IT 
SHALL COME TO PASS. It has never 
failed during the ages and never will 
until the last soul is redeemed. Thank 
God He does not need any of our 
help to bring His sayings to pass be- 
cause His promises are sure to come 
to pass; His Word will stand forever. 
You will remember how Moses 
thought he would help God out and 
jumped out and killed an Egyptian 
and hid him in the sand. But he got 
into trouble. Ordinarily there is 
enough praying done with one seeker 
to save a thousand souls and this is 
for the reason of unbelief, or waiting 
for involuntary feelings. We are not 
-saved by feelings but by faith, salva- 
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tion is a vital union of the soul thru 
living faith with Jesus Christ and if 
obtained at all must be obtained by 
faith which brings the necessary 
feelings. There will be no spiritual 
feelings before. You can notice where 
there is a revival going on and emo- 
tionalism is running high, people will 
exert themselves and in many in- 
stances seem to be so happy and how 
they shout for a few days but maybe 
before the meeting is over they are 
back at the altar again saying they 
have lost out with God. How they do 
pray and up they come again shouting 
the victory. Some lose the good feel- 
ing over night. Say, listen; this is not 
salvation at all it is simply physical 
spasms, involuntary feelings and not 
a vital union of the soul by a living 
faith with Jesus Christ. Real blood 
bought, Holy Ghost salvation does not 
lose its good feelings in one night’s 
time, but thank God when a soul has 
been redeemed thru faith on your 
part, by the blood on His part, you 
can go to bed at night and dream of 
Gabriel, the angels and the river of 
life and wake up in the morning, rain 
or shine, snow or blow, sick or well, 
rich or poor, as happy as a lark with 
the glory of God all over your soul 
and love bubbling up in your soul even 
if the old cow that kicks like a mule, 
the chickens, hogs, sheep and horses 
all seem to quiet down and get as 
gentle as a kitten. Yes indeed my 
friend, salvation is something that 
fills and thrills every nerve and fiber 
in the whole being with something 
that you need not be afraid of losing 
while you are asleep, or while some 
one curses you out, or while you are 
at home all the week, tired and worn 
out in body with daily cares of this 
life. 

President Fairchild was traveling 
thru Palestine and had in his company 
a lady who was very religious. I will 
not mention her denomination, but 
she depended upon physical feelings 
all the time for her salvation and as 
they were going through the country 
where the holy apostles trod and 
where the Savior taught so many les- 
sons to the Jews, she cried out “Oh 
my, I never felt so cold and _ back- 
slidden in all my life. I thought when 
I got here in the Holy Land and saw 
the beautiful country and the very 
soil where the holy men of God trod, 
that I would feel so close to heaven. 
Oh I feel so backslidden.” Noon came 
on and as that is a wine country she 
took a goodly quantity of wine for 
dinner and when the wine began to 
act upon her nerves she jumped up 
and exclaimed, “Oh Glory to God! I 
never felt so near to Jesus in all my 
life. Oh I can almost see Him stand- 
ing over yonder on Mt. Olive.” It was 
not salvation at all, it was simply the 
fuddle of the wine, so you see certain 
feelings have nothing to do with sal- 
vation, you may rest assured if you 
have not sinned, you have the vic- 
tory, feelings or no feelings, (to 
saints.) 

The next truth in our text is “WHO- 
SOEVER.” Some people seem to think 
that only nice moral people can be 
saved, but you must know that Jesus 
Christ came to this world to pillow his 
head in a manger that the shepherds 
with their muddy boots could walk in 
and look upon Him. If He had been 
born in a palace the servants would 
have said to the shepherds, “You can’t 
come in here, your place is on the 
hills with the sheep.” But not so, not 
so, He was born where WHOSOEVER 
would could look and live. Why Jesus 
was born lower than I was, I was born 
in a W. Va. log cabin, He was born 
in a stable with the live stock. It is 
not according to ancestory. Some peo- 
ple want to boast about their ancestry 
but you never knew of Jesus boasting 
of His ancestry, did you? The Bible 
teaches that there were three or four 
harlots in the ancestry of Jesus. He 
came to get under the very lowest and 
in lifting He might lift all humanity 
up. 

Some years ago when my father 
was first married and at that time 
lived in Virginia near the Kentucky 
line, there was a man by the name of 
Sam Holmes who committed a grave 
crime and was sentenced to the pen 
for life. He had a friend by the name 
of Lucian Young who was also a 
friend of the famous Governor Black- 
burn of Kentucky. Lucian Young went 
to the Governor and said, ““Ve have 
always been friends from boyhood and 
I want a pardon for Sam Holmes.” 
The Governor granted the pardon, he 
took it to the prison, went in and talk- 
ed with the prisoner and said, “Sam, 
what would you do if the Governor and 
I pardon you?” He stared up at him 
and said, “I would go straigSt and kill 
Judge Owsley for sentencing me.” His

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The Biggest Fool In 
The World

Luke 12:15-21. 


“And he said unto them, Take 
heed, and beware of covetousness: 
for a man’s life consisteth not in the 
abunc~:ce of the things which he 
possesseth. And he spake a parable un- 
to them, saying, The ground Of a cer- 
tain rich man Drought rorth plentiful- 
ly: And he thought within himself, 
saying, What shall I do, because I 
have no room where to bestow my 
fruits? And he said, This will [ do: I 
will pull down my barns, and build 
greater; and there will I bestow all 
my fruits and my goods. And I will 
say to my soul, Soul thou hast much 
goods laid up for many years; take 
thine ease, eat, drink and be merry. 
But God said unto him, Thou fool, this 
night thy soul shall be required of 
thee: then whose shall those things 
be, which thou hast provided? So is 
he that layeth up treasure fur  hinm- 
self, and is not rich towari God.” 

Since reading the scripture lesson 
you can very readily see who the big- 
gest fool in the world is; but we want 
to go into this and notice the charac- 
te» and disposition of this rich man. 

First: This rich man thougit his 
life consisted in the abundarc?2 of his 
possessions, just like teeming millions 
of today. Many are like this rich man 
spiritually near-sighted. They cannot 
see far enough in the futuve, they just 
see the things you can see with the 
natural eye: the nice cars, fine new 
homes that are being erectei, the lat- 
est fashion dress, the advertized cir- 
cus, moving picture, etc. 


No doubt this man in our Jesson had 
been looking for years to a time when 
he could be at what he thought was 
ease. He thought, now I am fixed, I 
can live in luxury, life will be worth 
living. I can lean back in my cushiocn- 
ed chair and listen to the music in 
my palace, have my servanis wait on 
me, bring me the choicest foods and 
drinks and I can be merry and enjoy 
life to the fullest extent. Do you know 
what this man was? You will say, 
“God says he was a fool.” That’s right, 
he was making no provisions what- 
ever for the future home. He was in- 
terested only in his earthly home; he 
wanted things convenient around the 
home here as many today want the 
very best here: the best furniture, the 
best clothes, the best looking car, 
best schools, etc., but when it comes 
to salvation, just any kind of an ex- 
perience will do. Oh! I want the best 
kind of an experience of _ salvation. 
The dried up experience does not suit 
me. Dear reader, does your life consist 
in the possessions you have? if not, 
why will men sell out so cheap? Many 
will tell a lie for a dollar, many sell 
out for insignificant things and reap 
no benefit whatever saying nothing of 
the horror and woe they will reap 
hereafter. O the unprofitableness of 
being so unwise and near-sighted. 

We notice the rich man used the 
pronoun I six times in a very few 
sentences. He felt his importance. We 
find many like this today.I do not like 
to hear anyone referring to what he 
has done or what he is going to do in 
a boastful manner. When you hear a 
minister using the pronoun I so much, 
you just as well put a mark on him, 
not as a perfect man but as an unruly 
preacher. This is a good indication 
that he is related very closely to the 
fool we have before us for consider- 
ation. 

“The words of a wise man’s mouth 
are gracious; but the lips of a fool 
will swallow up himself. The  be- 
ginning of the words of his mouth is 
foolishness: and the end of his talk 
is mischievous madness. A fool also 
is full of words: a man cannot tell 
what shall be; and what shall be af- 
ter him, who can tell him?” Eccle. 10:- 
12-14. 

Back to the man God calls a fool: 
He like many today was trying to 
feed his soul on earthly things, dry 





goods, dressing fine, but these things 
will not feed the soul. If there was 


such a thing I am afraid that many 
women would not get a square meal. 

Does worldly pleasure satisfy? 
Surely we would take advice from a 
very wise man who went the limit on 
seeking pleasure. Solomon, king of 
Jerusalem, son of David, gave his 
heart to seek and search out wisdom 
concerning all things that are done 
under the sun and he said “All is 
vanity and vexation of spirits.” Web 
ster says that vanity means state or 
quality of being vain; empty pride; 
fruitless desire. Vexation means a 
vexing; trouble; disquiet; irritation; 
distress. Solomon was in a position to 
have what he wanted of temporal 
things. If we were to try to search out 
the things of this world we would find 
ourselves short of money but Solomon 
had an abundance. He tried mirth 
which means noisy gayety; joyous- 
ness; fun; jollity etc. We see many 
try this today. He tried laughter but 
he said it is madness. He said in his 
heart, “Go to now; I will prove thee 
with mirth; therefore enjoy pleasure 
and behold this is vanity.” He gave his 
heart to wine. Intoxicating drinks do 
not satisfy. He made himself great 
works; built houses, planted vine 
yards, made gardens and orchards, 
planted in them all kinds of fruit 
trees; made pools of water; had ser 
vants and maidens born in his house; 
had great possessions of great and 
small cattle above all there were in 
Jerusalem before him; had silver and 
gold and the peculiar treasure of kings 
and of provinces; had men and wo- 
men singers, all sorts of musical .in- 
struments and whatsoever his eyes de- 
sired he kept not from them; he with 
held not his heart from any joy, his 
heart rejoiced in his work. But when 
he looked on the works of his hands 
and all that he had done he said all 
was vanity and vexation of spirit and 
there was no profit under the sun. 

The wise man dieth just as the fool; 
the high, the low, the rich and the 
poor all dje alike. Solomon was in a 
position to give us some good advice. 
Think of the hundreds of wives he 
had. After he tried every thing in the 
line of so-called pleasure, he says it 
is all worse than nothing. 

Well I have decided that we should 
take Moses for an example. ~Mopg 
when he came to years refused to be 
called the son of Pharoah’s daughter, 
choosing rather to suffer afflictions 
with the people of God than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season; 
esteeming the reproach of Christ 
GREATER RICHES than the treas- 
uries in Egypt: for he had _ respect 
unto the recompense of the reward. 
Every man that layeth up treasures 
for himself and is not rich toward God 
is the biggest fool in the world. It is 
just as impossible for man to feed his 
soul on temporal things as it is to 
feed a cow on spiritual things. Sup- 
pose you go out some morning when 
your cow is very hungry, with your 
Bible in your hand and say, “Good 
morning old Jersey, I know you are 
hungry, I will read for your breakfast 
the fourteenth chapter of St. John; 
you open your Bible and read the ea- 
tire chapter: close youd Bible and go 
back to the house. Do you think the 
cow would feel like you had fed her? 
You will say no. That’s right, neither 
can we feed our spiritual nature on 
temporal things. Let us be wise and 
be rich toward God. Amen and amen.
